Q: WHEN YOU DECIDED TO ODO "DER 
TODESKING", WERE YOU AFRAID OF BEING 
LABELLED MORBID, OR PROUD OF IT? 

A: I'm not afraid or proud of it. It 
was simply what was on my mind, what 
I care about. That's it. A normal 
thing to do. 

Q: WHOSE STORY WAS "DER TODESKING" 
AND WHAT WAS THE MESSAGE YOU WERE 
TRYING TO PUT ACROSS? 

A: Well, that's the kind of question 
I really hate. You see "Der 
Todesking" is meant to be a film that 
starts a thinking process. It's not 
as easy as saying the film is this 
and that, it enclosed lots of ideas 
and messages (I hate that word!) 
about suicide, about the media's 
vision of suicide, about the fact 
that nobody cares about the reasons 
for suicide, the different ways of 
expressing something through the 
various forms of suicide etc... 

I did the story(s) together with my 
pal Franz Rodenkirchen. Don't be so 
lazy, watch the film again and again 
until you get it! 

Q: WHAT REACTION DID YOU GET TO "DER 
TODESKING" FROM THE FANS OF "NEKRO 
TM. 

A: Lots of people thought it was "too 
arty", but after a bunch of good 
reviews from foreign countries many 
fans changed their minds.

It's always the same. It seems that 
you have to tell people what they 
have Lo think. It's sad. 

Q: I'VE SEEN "DER TODESKING" COMPARED 
AND LIKENED TO "ZED & TWO NOUGHTS", 
HAVE YOU SEEN IT, AND WHAT DO YOU 
SAY 10 THE COMPARISON? 

A: I liked "Zed and Two Noughts" when 
I first saw it. Especially the 
rotting animals, of course! In fact 
that inspired me for the rotting 
corpse in "Der Todesking", 
Greenaway's film stopped at _ this 
point. When the twins were planning 
to film themselves dying that gave me 
the idea to show what Greenaway 
didn't. 

Q: WAS IT THE SAME GANG DID THE F.X. 
FOR "DER TODESKING" AND "NEKRO II"? 

A: Partly, yes. Alois Vollert did the 
corpse of Rob, and Sammy Backas did 
the great f.x. at the climax. I 
handled the corpse make-up during 
shooting, because nobody else was 
around to do it, but I'm used to 
doing everything dnyway. 

Q: WHAT WAS THE BUDGET FOR "DER 
TODESKING" AND DID YOU MAKE IT ON 
THAT BUDGET, OR GO OVER? 

A: About 40,000 D.M. (approximately 
£13,000). It was a bit more expensive 
than we planned, but it's a extremely 
low budget anyway. As you know though 
it's more important to have 
originality than money to make a good 
movie! 

Q: DO YOU FIND THAT YOUR FILMS ARE 
MAKING MONEY, AND IF SO CAN YOU LIVE 
ON THE PROFIT OR DO YOU WORK 9 TO 5? 
A: We can't live from our films yet. 
I'm working in a cinema over here in 
Berlin as a projectionist part time. 
I'm also doing some writing and other 
film related jobs that are coming 
around. 

Q: WERE YOU SURPRISED THAT "DER 
TODESKING" GOT A U.K. RELEASE WITH 
ONLY 4 SECONDS MISSING? DID YOU DO 
THE CUTTING YOURSELF? 

A: Yes I was surprised. I guess the 
BBFC didn't really care about the 
film because of its limited edition 
release of only 500 copies. 

We were advised to cut the 4 fleshy 
seconds ourselves. It was really 
depressing. Culting that castration 
was like having a castration myself! 
Q: DID YOU HEAR HOW MANY COPIES 
"HEADPRESS" SOLD IN THE U.K.? 

A: I'm not up to date with that, but 
sooner or later they'll sell them 
all, I guess, there should be no 
problem? 


Q: IS THERE GOING TO BE A WAY THAT 
PEOPLE IN THE U.K. WILL BE ABLE TO 
GET "NEKRO II" ORIGINALS THROUGH THE 
POST FROM INSIDE BRITAIN, LIKE THERE 
WAS FOR "NEKRO I"? 

A: Yes, it's the only to get my 
movies to the fans safe. 

We just had problems over here. They 
seized a film print of “Nekro II" in 
Munich last week. Now, before the 
police can act we're putting the 
video out UNCUT right now. So hurry 
up and send for a copy! 

Q: CONSIDERING THE FACT THAT MOST 
SEQUELS ARE CRAP, HOW DID YOU GET THE 
IDEA TO DO ONE TO NEKROMANTIK? 

A: Well, there are a few good second 
parts. So far this is not directly a 
bad thing. 

Q: WAS IT YOUR OR MANFRED JELINSKI'S 
IDEA TO DO A SEQUEL? 

A: It was my idea. Manfred doesn't 
have any ideas, he produces only. 

Q: WHEN DID YOU GET THE IDEA TO DO A 
SEQUEL TO NEKRO I, BEFORE YOU 
FINISHED THE FIRST ONE? 

A: Well we kept the end of part 1 
open, but we've never thought that 
the film will get so much encourage- 
ment. That's why we didn't plan a 
sequel at first. But I think it's 
pretty attractive to do a sequel to 
such a lousy film and to do it as 
something big and special. It's a 
kind of second chance — somehow, 
because we had only half of the 
production values in the first one. 
Q: IF YOU COULD GO BACK AND DO THE 
FIRST ONE AGAIN, WOULD YOU MAKE IT 
DIFFERENTLY, OR DO YOU THINK YOU DID 
THIS WITH THE SECOND ONE? 

A: Well you could see it that way. If 


there was no part 1, then part 2 
wouldn't be like it is now. The 
second one is plain different, it's 


from a woman's point-of-view as well. 
Q: YOU SHOWED THE 111 MINUTE VERSION 
IN BERLIN. HOW LONG IS THE DEFINITIVE 
VERSION NOW? 

A: Approximately 104 minutes. We 
didn't cut out as many scenes as we 
first thought. 

Q: THE FLAT WAS GREAT. WHERE DID YOU 
GET THE 50's LAMP FROM? 

A: We got that from Manfred's mother. 
Q: WHERE WAS NEKRO II FILMED? 

A: We took apart a whole flat, 
renovated it and converted it into a 
film-studio. 

Q: WHAT WAS THE BUDGET ON NEKRO II? 
A: 40,000 German Marks (approximately 
£13,000). Actually you can't do a 
film for that little. It's only 
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possible because we didn't pay 
ourselves. 

Q: DID YOU FILM ENTIRELY ON 16 MM? 

A: Yes, 16 mm. More than half of 
NEKRO I was filmed on super 8, but 
this time we went all the way. 

Q: NEKRO II WILL BE SHOWED IN SEVERAL 
UNDERGROUND CINEMAS. HOW DO YOU GET 
YOUR MONEY BACK, THROUGH SALES OF 
VIDEOS OR CINEMA TICKETS? 

A: It's not possible to get our money 
back Lhrough cinema Lickels only. The 
receipts are too small. For one 
cinema show we get as much money as 
for one video cassette. You see, not 
very much. But when the film does 
0.K. business, then it goes somehow? 
In Berlin: we had bad luck, unfortun- 
ately. Two guys who write for 
important news papers didn't like the 
film. The people that liked the 
picture don't write for impartant 
papers. Bad luck for us. Despite that 
the film did quite good business’ in 
Hamburg. 

Q: DO YOU THINK THERE'LL BE ANY 
TROUBLE WITH THE CINEMA POSTER? 

A: I don't know, we'll see. That 
could happen. I wouldn't be 
surprised. 

Q: WHAT'S NEXT, SON OF NEKROMANTIK? 
A: Naaaahhh, but I don't think that 
the whole thing has lost its interest 
yet, because I am the only person who 
makes this stuff. We have got 3 or 4 
ideas for a third part, but right now 
I don't want to do it. The next thing 
we make is "CORPSE FUCKING ART", it's 
a kind of "Making of...". The footage 
we shot was intended for us only, but 
because some of it is so great we 
decided to release it to the public. 
The whole thing will run about 45 
minutes.

A: Well, there is somebody who said 
he would like to do a comic but he 
hasn't seen the film yet.

A LOOK AT OBSCURE “CLASSICS” OF EXPLOITATION CINEMA 
BY JOHN P. DREW 


Well I said we be back with the old 
sleaze-miester himself - JES FRANCO, 
soon, and here we are. I finally 
managed to find a few films of his 
that are worth a brief look, That's 
nol to say they're all good, I wish, 
but they're all worth a gander and if 
nothing else it'll] warn you off ever 
watching them, so here goes: 


ENTFESSELTE BEGIERDE (THE BARE 
BREASTED COUNTESS) 

Starring: LINA ROMAY, JACK TAYLOR, 
ALICE ARNO, MONICA SWINN & JES FRANCO 
Directed as: J.P. JOHNSON. 

Miss Romay stars as a nymphomaniac 
vampire Countess who kills her 
victims in an unusual manner in this 
cheapo porn/horror flik. Instead of 
the trademark neck biting we are 
treated to death by oral sex! 

The Countess wears nothing else but a 
black cape, leather belt and thigh 
length leather boots and drives 
around in a Rolls Royce with a silver 
bat on the grill! Aided by her black 
uniformed henchman the Countess lures 
her victims to her bed and we are 
subjected to mumerous scenes’ of 
lesbianism and necrophilia (she has 
sex with some of her victims after 
killing them) and even a_ bed-room 
scene where she has simulated sex 
with a bedpost and a pillow!? 


Franco himself stars as a 
(unconvincing) Van Helsing type 
character trying to track the 


Countess down. The ending is rather 
vague and you're left wondering 
whether the Countess has been 
destroyed or not. 

This is a German print but it doesn't 
really matter because the plotline is 
minimal. The sex scenes are verging 
on hardcore but are very badly 
staged. In fact the camera work is 
some of the worst I've ever 
witnessed. (It's very obvious that 
this film was knocked together 
quickly and on a shoe-string budget). 
Don't get me wrong though, this is 
not altogether a bad film. Any film 
with such a wacky storyline and a 
permanently naked Lina Romay must be 
worth seeing! 

This is Franco at his best/worst and 
it really has to be seen to be 
believed. Check it out if you get the 
chance. 


VENUS IN FURS. 

Starring: JAMES DARREN, MARIA ROHM, 
DENNIS PRICE, MARGARET LEE AND KLAUS 
KINSKI. 

Directed as: JESS FRANCO. 

James Darren (of "The Time Tunnel") 
plays Jimmy, a jazz trumpeter who 
narrates his story in flashback. He 
meets a beautiful woman called Wanda 
at a high society party in Istanbul, 
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only to see her murdered by three 
decadent socialites. A distraught 
Jimmy packs his horn and heads for 
Rio where he has a fling with a 
night-club singer. Suddenly, Wanda, 
apparently back from the grave, 
arrives on the scene and Jimmy falls 
madly in love with her. With Jimmy in 
tow Wanda goes about seducing and 
killing her murderers. (The best 
death is saved for Klaus Kinski who 
is killed during a re-enactment of an 
old slave ritual) 

Jimmy and Wanda's idyllic love life 
is only spoiled when the police show 
up and start asking questions. They 
both go on the run and after a 
psychedelic graveyard chase’ scene, 
Jimmy follows Wanda only to find her 
fur coat draped across her own 
grave! 


BARE BREASTED COUNTESS.

Again Jimmy is distraught and he 
wanders along a stretch of beach only 
to find his own body washed up on the 
shore! 

Sounds confusing huh? Well "VENUS IN 
FURS" was made during Franco's "arty" 
period, when he obviously liked to 
think of himself as a cross between 
Goddard and Truffaut, and, 
unfortunately, most of his films of 
this period suffered because of it! 
To put it simply, "VENUS IN FURS" 
struggles to be something that it 
isn't. Still the production values 
are higher than usual and all the 
performances are fairly good. Also, 
there are some stunning locations, a 
fair dose of eroticism and a nice 
jazz score. A film that is not as 
good as it should have been, but is 
quite enjoyable none the less. 


REVENGE IN THE HOUSE OF USHER. 
Starring: HOWARD VERNON, DAN VILLERS, 
JEAN TOLZAC, JOAN VIRLY, FRANCOISE 
BLANCHARD AND OLIVER MATO. 

Directed as: A.M. FRANCK. 

The Edgar Allan Poe similarities end 
with the title in this pitifully 
dull film. Howard Vernon splays the 
Vincent Price role and is either 
deliberately acting over-the-top or 
is just a plain terrible actor, I 
suggest the latter. 

Dr Usher is in the twilight of his 
life and he calls upon one of his old 
medical school students, Alan Hacker, 
to write his memoirs. Once at Usher's 


castle Hacker notices that not 
everything is right. Usher wanders 
around the corridors insanely 


mumbling to himself and is surrounded 
by a weird assortment of living 
companions. The weirdest being a guy 
with an Andy Warhol hairstyle, who 
wears black leathers and has a gammy 
eye that resembles a fried egg! 
Chained up in the cellars are a 
number of scantily clad maidens. It 
would appear that Usher is still 
carrying out his experiments in the 
hope of reviving his dead daughter, 
Mellisa.

OF USHER". 

To go into further detail describing 
this movie would be waste’ of 
everybody's time. It's slow, badly 
made and there isn't even any nudity 
and violence of any note to spice 
things up a little. In fact this is

A CHAT WITH THE CARUNGULA 


KIDS. 


What seems like a decade ago I bumped 
into the gang responsible for the 
high-point of "Black Sunday 4" at 
Camden - CARUNCULA. An amazing short 
(21 mins approximately) film made in 


the U.K. that packs quite a punch. 
AL said "Black Sunday" I was lucky 
enough to grab a short word with 


CARUNCULA's Director - MARIANO BAINO 
and Producer - BOB PORTAL, and this 
is how it went.... 


Q: SO HOW DID CARUNCULA COME ABOUT? 
WHO'S IDEA WAS IT? 

A: It was Mariano's initial idea way 
back at the beginning of the year and 
we decided’ that we wanted to make 
something that we could actually show 
around and potentially get other 
things off the ground. And since 
Mariano had an idea lying around and 
we thought we could do it cheaply... 
Q: HOW MUCH WAS THE BUDGET? 

A: 1'm afraid we don't disclose the 
budget, we'll run a competition 
through IN THE FLESH to guess the 
budget ?? 

Q: SO IT WAS REALLY MADE PURELY AS A 
VEHICLE TO SHOW YOUR TALENTS THEN? 

A: Well I guess if you want to be 
straight-forward about it, it is an 
extended show-reel, but obviously at 
the same time it's not purely for 
that, we are intending to show it and 
sell it. We're looking to Channel 4 
for t.v. and we're also thinking 
about trying to put it as a sort of 
support feature but then we'd have to 
pul it up to 35 mm, 


Q: WHAT WAS IT SHOT ON ORIGINALLY 


THEN? 
A: It was filmed on 16 mm, but we 
could transfer it. The trouble is 


though it's not very often you see a 
support film these days, but people 
do break the rules occasionally. 

Q: HAVE YOU APPROACHED COMPANIES 
ABOUT RELEASING IT? 

A: We didn't pre-sell it, but we did 
do some research on whether there's a 
market for short films particularly 
on t.v. and Mariano has contacts in 
Italy. 

Q: SO IS THIS YOUR 
TOGETHER? HAVE YOU ALL 
THINGS IN THE PAST? 

A: It's our first film together, but 
I (Mariano) did something else in 
Italy at film school and in May I did 
another short, shot in 2 days. 

Q: HAVE YOU THOUGHT OF RELEASING THE 
TWO FILMS TOGETHER ON A VIDEO? 

A: It's a possibility, but at then 
moment anything's possible. 

Q: YOU WENT TO FILM SCHOOL IN ITALY? 
WHAT WAS THAT LIKE? 

A: It was okay, but you know how 
people in film school's think about 
horror films? I mean "This guy wants 
to make horror films, he must be a 
sub-human!" Which is strange for a 
country that has such a_ strong 
tradition of horror films. Film 
schools are the same everywhere 
though, they're stuck in the 60's. 

Q: HOW LONG AGO WAS CARUNCULA FILMED 
THEN? 

A: We shot it in August (90) in about 
9 days. We edited it in 2 weeks and 
we had all the sound dubbing to do,

because all the sound was post 
dubbed, there was no live sound at 
all. That was quite a mammoth task 
and the most hideously boring part of 
filming, we spent ages and ages 
trying to get it right. We did get it 
done on time though, and there's very 
few films that don't run out of money 
half way through. We didn't, but we 
forged quite a few deals with the 
equipment houses and lab's and lied 
about being student film-makers, but 
that worked very well and obviously 
through that we set up a network of 
people that'll be useful for future 
projects. 

Q: SO IT WAS ALL YOUR OWN MONEY THEN, 
THAT WENT INTO IT? 

A: It was a mixture, some of it was 
personal finance and there was some 
Italian interest in there, business 
men and an Italian producer even put 
some money in, also friends, 
relatives etc... 

Q:AND WAS YOUR OTHER SHORT A HORROR 
FILM MARIANO? 

A: Yeah it was sort of a horror film. 
About a man who tries to steal a car 
and gets trapped in it. No-one can 
see him once he's inside the car and 
so he starts to eat himself until at 
the end he gets taken to the junkyard 
and gets crushed. 

Q: WHAT WAS IT CALLED? 

A: It's called "DREAM CAR". (see 
review after the interview!) 

Q: AND THAT WAS MADE IN ITALY? 

A: Yes, it was filmed on video. Which 
is why we wanted to go for a nicer 
look by shooting on 16 mm. 

Q: VIDEO FILMED FILMS TEND TO LOOK 
LIKE WEDDING FILMS A LOT OF THE TIME? 
A: Yeah exactly, and there's not a 
lot you can do with video and it's 
better editing on 16 mm, we're 
purists. It nice having the 
flexibility that if you don't like 
something you can snip a frame out 
and add another, which on video it's 
very hit and miss with most systems, 
particularly on a budget and it's 
also very frustrating that you can't 
insert sections into video that you 


CARUNCULA 
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can with film. You have to lose 
another generation every time you 
have to re-edit. And we did have to 
re-edit CARUNCULA, after we shot some 
more footage a few days after the 
initial shoot. 

Q: WHERE DID THE STORY COME FROM? 

A: Mariano: Well the basic story came 
from me. I was working in the Castle, 
Mayfair, cinema and just sitting 
around, I thought what if this girl 
was stuck in the cinema and this 
maniac wanted to kill her? Then in 
the end the girl turns out not to be 
just a girl? 1 just did the first 
treatment and we did the rest 
together. 

Q: WHAT SORT OF 
INFLUENCED BY? "DEMONS" 
MIND WHILE WATCHING IT? 
A: It wasn't influenced by "Demons", 
it was influenced by Dario Aryento 
obviously, but not particularly by 
"Demons", I mean I watched "Demons" 
once and it wasn't bad but not that 
good. There is that sort of influence 
in there though. 

Q: IS HE A HERO OF YOURS - DARIO 
ARGENTO? 

A: Yes, without any shame, Yes. And 
while we're talking about this I just 
want to say that I didn't make a 
horror film because I knew it would 
be sold more easily, I made it 
because I love horror films and for 
the next 60 years of my life that's 
what I'm going to do. 

Q: HAVE YOU GOT AMBITIONS TO WORK 
WITH DARIO ARGENTO? 

A: Better! Better than him! Obviously 
I'm umbilious. 

Q: SO WHAT'S THE NEXT PROJECT THEN? 
HAVE YOU GOT ANYTHING ELSE PLANNED? 
A: A few things. Whether they'll be 
features or shorts is still up in the 
air, but we're scouring other people 
for ideas because once you've got 
something made and you can show

people you can pull this off and 
you're not just full of bull-shit, 
then the chances of getting something 
else made is considerably better. I 
know there is definitely a market and 
we can get deals. 

Q: HAVE YOU TALKED TO ANY OF THE 
MAJORS OR INDEPENDENTS? 

A: We will be talking very shortly to 
Palace and probably to Guild as well. 
Also going along to a place called 
"First Film Foundation", it used to 
be called "The National Youth Film 
Foundation" and is basically set up 
to help young film makers to get 
their breaks without having to go 
through the run of the mill, they've 
got lots of European connections so 
we're going to meet with them soon. 
Q: HAVE YOU TRIED THE STATES AT ALL? 
OR ANY OTHER COUNTRIES? 

A: Well with CARUNCULA, as it doesn't 
have any dialogue to speak of, it's 
not limited in terms of international 
release and we'll try to get it sold 
in even non-English speaking 
countries. 

Q: HAVE YOU TRIED TALKING TO TROMA 
ABOUT RELEASING IN THE U.S.? 

A: Not yet. The trouble is Troma's 
idea of releasing a film is taking it 
and‘edit it their way, retitle it, 
package it and destroy ones own 
creative vision. So that's all up in 
the air at the moment. 


And that's the way it went. Thanks to 
the CARUNCULA crew for their time! 


CARUNCULA CREW - UPDATE!! 

Since the interview CARUNCULA has 
been picked up for world-wide T.V. 
distribution by "COLSTAR COMMUNICAT- 
IONS" and will be hitting our T.V. 
screens very soon! Alas the censors 
have asked for some cuts to be made

mostly!) But at least it'll be seen. 
Also Mariano and the gang are on 
their way to Russia to start shooting 
on their lulesl projecl = "DARK 
WATERS". A full length horror epic 
boasting many of the original 
CARUNCULA crew, namely: MARK MILSOME 
returns as Director of Photography, 
SHELDON THOMAS once again handles the 
musical score and ANDREW M. BARK 
edits his heart oul as before.

There is a certain style or something 
that you can't put your finger on, 
that saves this from that fate worse 
than death. 

The story, as hinted at in the 
interview, follows a young guy who is 
obsessed with cars and a girl at his 
school. One of ‘em will kill ya, 
that's for sure! And in this guys 
case it's the former. 

Whilst strolling through a deserted 
part of town he comes across an 
"Audi" parked up with the door 
unlocked. Thinking it's his lucky 
night he gets into the car and 
closes the door. Trouble is now he's 
in there, try as hard as he can he 
just can't get out. 

Hey I've bought cars like that! 
Never had an Audi though, good advert 
for them. 

Anyway not long after he gets himself 
locked in a motorcyclist turns up and 
our hero thinks his luck has changed, 
but no, he's just there to kill the 
real owner of the Audi. In_ the 
morning the police show but still no- 
one seems to notice our hapless auto 
addict. By this time he's starving to 
death and starts eating the 
upholstery...yuck! 

You can see the seeds of style that 
spawned CARUNCULA even at this early 
stage. It's nowhere near as strong as 
CARUNCULA but it's a better start 
than a lot of, so called, decent film 
makers! 


As I said it was filmed in Italy, but 
the version I was given was in 
English, so you never know it might 
surface one day on a compilation tape 
with CARUNCULA? Hopefully!

Now we're cooking! This is damn fine 
vittles. Where DREAM CAR showed just 
the symptoms of style CARUNCULA has 
the full blown illness, and some! 
Admittedly there's a lot that reminds 
you of a lot of other’ films 
»"HELLRAISER" & "DEMONS" to name just 
2, but there's nothing new under the 
sun, and if you're going to draw from 
other films then I couldn't think of 
any that deserve it more. 

Our little (21 minutes only) tale 
opens with a scene that'll make any 
Sindy or Action Man owner cringe; the 
infamous doll mutilation scene! One 
gets its face burnt off with a blow- 
torch, another has its head cut open 
with a hot knife and a third has a 
red hot piece of wire shoved through 
its cheek. Good start huh? 

Here we see the "HELLRAISER" bit; 
with lights and chains swinging 
everywhere. Very effective. 

We switch location now and we're in 
the living-room of an old woman and 
her daughter. The daughter picks up a 
shopping list from the kitchen 
cabinet and emphasises the word 
"MEAT", before visiting her baby 
upstairs and leaving the house. 

So far nothing at all has been said. 
It's not until we join the daughter 
in the cinema and hear the soundtrack 
from the screen is a spoken word 
heard. Very atmospheric! 

In the cinema the daughter is 
molested by the usher who is then 
killed in the toilet by a mystery 
assailant and dragged off. 

Meanwhile the daughter has moved to a 
corridor to avoid the pervy usher, 
but finds herself the prey of the 
doll mutilator instead. She runs, and 
the chase is on. 

The whole film is very dark and 
sinister and keeps you guessing. 
There's a huge twist at the end that 
I'm not going to tell you about 
incase it does make it to Channel 4? 
Needless to say, I loved it! 

From the interview I would guess that 
the budget was pretty low? Even 
though they kept it close to their 
chest. This fact is not betrayed at 
all though, CARUNCULA is as 
professional and hence big budget as 
any of the major league contenders. 
If I were you I'd keep watching that 
T.V. page and definitely keep an eye 
out for the name MARIANO BAINO, he's 
a talented guy!

REAL LIFE HORROR 


Theodore Robert Bundy - born 24th 
November 1946. He was a handsome and 
well educated man who over a period 
of 4 years had killed up to 40 women 
in 5 American States. 


The killing spree started on the 4th 
of January 1974 in Seattle. When 
Sharon Clarke failed to appear by 
mid-afternoon her flat mates thought 
she had overslept, however upon 
entering her bedroom they found her 


unconscious. She had been hit over 
the head with a metal bar that had 
been wrenched from the bed frame. 
Sharon had not been raped but the 
metal bar was thrust into her vagina, 
causing Jacerations. After more than 


a week in a coma she regained 
consciousness but could not identify 
her assailant. The attack left her 
with brain damage. 

Having made his first assault Bundy 
was driven by a desire to commit 
another. His next vieclim was Lynda 
Healy, just four weeks after his 
first attack, this time though he 
killed. It was after this murder that 


Bundy realised that killing was an 
essential part of the sexual act he 
craved. Six other girls had vanished 
by mid June. As July started the 


police had no clues, until the 14th 
that is when Bundy abducted 2 more 
girls. The scene was witnessed by 


several people. A tall good looking 
man with his arm in a sling had 
dropped some books and asked a girl 
if she would help him carry them to 


his car. He asked the girl to unlock 
the door and get in. Bundy found this 
method of abduction successful and 
tried it time and time again, 


sometimes with subtle variations, but 
Bundy was only one out of hundreds of 
suspects and seemed the most

unlikely. He was young, friendly and 
was a political canvasser. He also 
worked for the crime commission. The 
Bundy file soon sank close to the 
bottom of a big pile of suspects. 

As September approached it began to 
look like the Seattle murders had 
come to an end, but by an odd 
coincidence a similar series was 
about to begin in Salt Lake City, 
where Bundy had moved to become a law 
student. 

While studying at Utah Bundy abducted 
six more girls by the autumn of 1974, 
but one escaped, she was the only one 
to tell the tale. 

While Carol DaRonach was shopping a 
good looking man walked up to her and 
introduced himself as  a_ police 
officer, he explained that he and his 
colleague had apprehended a_ man 
breaking into her car. He asked her 
to accompany him to it to see if 
anything had been stolen. As they got 
to the car Carol was relieved that 
the car was undamaged and still 
locked, he then explained that his 
partner had taken the suspect away 
and asked her if she'd mind going 
with him to make a statement. Carol 
started to get suspicious when they 
approached an old battered V.W., it 
was scratched, dented and as_ she 
climbed in she noticed that the back 
seat was torn. When in the enclosed 
space Caro] noticed alcohol on the 
mans breath, and when he made a 
U-turn and went in the opposite 
direction to the police vague anxiety 
turned to panic, Carol suddenly 
realised that she had been kidnapped. 
She made a grab for the handle and 
threw open the door. With terrifying 
speed the man grabbed her wrist and 
snapped a handcuff on it, but as he 
tried to grab the other wrist he made 
a mistake and handcuffed the same 
arm. He then pointed a gun at her 
head and threatened to blow her 
brains out. Too terrified to care 
Carol grabbed the handle and fell 
out. He followed her with a metal bar 
in his hand, but a car approached and 
Bundy fled in his V.W. Half an hour 
later was telling her story at the 
police headquarters. 

In the early hours of Saturday 16th 
August 75 Sergeant Bob Hayward drove 
slowly through a quiet neighbourhood 
of Salt Lake City. Turning into Brock 
Street he turned on his headlights, 
illuminating a parked V.W. The car 
lurched into motion and took off at 
high speed. Hayward followed, but, the 
driver soon realised he could not out 
run the police car so he stopped at a 
petrol station. Upon searching the 
V.W. Hayward discovered a_— ski 
balaclava, handcuffs, an ice pick and 
iron bar. He then turned on Bundy and 
arrested him. : 
Under questioning Bundy showed the 
coolness and self confidence that 
would become familiar to the 
detectives trying to prove his guilt, 
but the police found nothing 
suspicious, all they needed was for 


Carol DaRonch to identify him as her 
abductor, but Carol had been so 
shattered by her experience that her 
memory was poor. During a line up he 
was identified by 3 other girls he 
had tried to abduct. Later that day 
Judge Cowans signed a_ warrant 
charging Bundy with kidnap = and 
attempted homicide. 

24 hours later Ted Bundy was known to 
the headline writers across’ the 
U.S.A. By now the bones of 4 more 
Seattle victims had been unearthed. 
20 miles from Seattle. Bundy had only 
one reason to take them there; to 
take as much time as he liked with 
his sexual assaults before strangling 
or battering them to death. Within 8 
weeks Bundy was out on bail, his 
mother had borrowed the money, 
thinking her son was innocent. 

The only evidence the police had was 
the fact that Bundy's blood group was 
the same as the blood found on Carol 
DaRonch after her struggle with him. 
Also strands of hair were found in 
Bundy's car that matched Carol and 
Melissa Smith (who was found violated 
and strangled, her face was so 
battered that even her father failed 
to recognise her.) But in 1975 
neither the blood or hair evidence 
was conclusive. When Bundy finally 
walked into court in Salt Lake City 
on 23rd February 76 most of the 
spectators assumed the police had 
made a mistake. This decent looking, 
clean cut man could not possibly be a 
serial killer. The case against Bundy 
looked thin and circumstantial. In 
the prosecutor's closing arguments he 
admitted that the evidence was 
circumstantial, but when he went on 
to point out the odds against such 
evidence leading to the wrong person 
everyone in court recognised the 


power of his argument. The following 
day Judge Stewart Hunson found Bundy 
guilty of aggravated kidnapping, 
Bundy sobbed and pleaded not to go to 
prison, he was sentenced to between 1 
and 15 years. 

In January 77 Bundy was moved to a 
prison in Aspen Colorado. The 
authorities there were beginning a 
convincing case that he had been 
responsible for the abduction of 
Caryn Campbell. A man answering 
Bundy's description had been seen in 
the hotel on the evening of her 
disappearance, also the crowbar found 
in his car matched the depression 
found in her skull. Altogether, the 
new case against Bundy looked more 
convincing than the previous one in 
Salt Lake City. Bundy appeared in 
court in Aspen on the 7th June 77, he 
had decided to act as his own defence 
council, this led to the decision to 
allow him in court without manacles. 
During the lunch hour Bundy jumped 
from the 2nd floor window, but was 
found 8 days later. The trial dragged 
on. 

On the 31st December 77 Bundy escaped 
again, this time though it was from 
his cell in a Garfield County Jail 
through a hole in the ceiling, by the 
time the alarm was raised he was in 
Chicago. Two weeks later Bundy was at 
it again, this time he attacked 4 
girls at their sorority house, 2 were 
beaten, 1 was strangled to death and 
the other died on the way to 
hospital. Later in a small house just 
6 blocks away he attacked 2 more 
girls, beating them with a wooden 
club. The Chi Omega murders’ made 
nationwide headlines - but no one 
suspected Bundy. 

On the 15th February 78 Bundy was 
picked up again, insisting on his 
total innocence, and that his 
apparent connection with a chain of 
sex murders was pure coincidence. 
However Bundy was right about the 
evidence against him being circumst- 
antial, except for the bite on one of 
the victims buttocks. The police took 
an impression of his teeth, which 
convicted him of the murder. Once 
again Bundy decided to act as his own 
defence lawyer. 

The trial began on the 25th June 79 
in Miami, the jury took only 7 hours 
to find him guilty on a long list of 
indictments. When asked if he had 
anything to say, he replied with 
tears in his eyes "I find it somewhat 
absurd to ask for: mercy for something 
I did not do." 

Judge Edward D. Cowart sentenced 
Bundy to die by electrocution, 
concluding "I bear you no animosity, 
believe me, but you went the wrong 
way partner. Take care of yourself." 
From the Raiford penitentiary, where 
he was placed on death-row, Bundy 
continued to fight for his life. On 
7th January 80 Bundy was tried in 
Orlando for the murder of Kimberly 
Leach. Colour slides were shown and 
the medical evidence seemed to 
indicate that the girl had been raped 
in the van, dressed again, then taken 
to a hut, stripped and possibly 
sodomised? Bundy was again found 
guilty. Two days after the trial he 
married a girl named Carole Boone. He 
had met her some years earlier and 
she had stuck by him. 

Bundy's final appeal had been turned 
down and the date was set for his 
execution. He tried to bargain for 


his life by offering confessions in 
exchange for a reprieve. He told how 
one of his victims had offered to 
help him carry his briefcase when he 
was walking on crutches and how as 
she bent to put it down he picked up 
an iron bar knocked her unconscious 
then bundled her into his car. The 
confessions did not create any 
reprieve and at 7 am on the 24th 
January 89 Bundy was led into the 
chamber at the Starke Prison, 
Florida. An invited audience of 48 
people were waiting to witness his 
death. At 7.07 the switch was thrown, 
Bundy's body strained upwards in the 
chair and a minute later the current 
was switched off. Bundy was 
pronounced dead. Outside a crowd 
carrying "Fry Bundy" banners cheered 
as the execution was announced. 
Pictures of Bundy's dead body 
appeared in many newspapers. 

Bundy was an example of what has 
become known as a serial killer. A 
form of violence which has grown in 
the past years, particularly in 
America. The motive in the majority 
of these cases is sex, killing has 
become a bad habit. On the day before 
his execution Bundy talked to Dorothy 
Lewis, a New York psychiatrist, and 
certain facts became apparent. Bundy 
was possessed with a violent temper 
from an early age. Something which he 
could never understand. Much of his 
rage was directed at his mother. 
Another drive in Bundy was a craving 
to be famous. Killing girls and out- 
witting the law gave him a sense of 
achievement. Also from an early age 
Bundy had been a compulsive masturb- 
ator and later became obsessed by 
sadistic pornography, but such acts 
did not satisfy him. He later 
admitted that he often strangled his 
victims during the sexual act. 
Viginas were stuffed with twigs and 
dirt and the women were sodomized 
with objects such as aerosol cans. 
Some of the bodies, although partly 
decomposed, had freshly washed hair 
and eye make-up had been applied, 
indicating that he kept them for acts 
of necrophilia. 

He also admitted that at first he had 
to struggle with his conscience in 
order to violate and kill his 
victims, but he soon conditioned 
himself to treat them as throwaways. 
According to Bundy he received no 
gratification, he did everything 
possible, within reason, not to 
torture these individuals 


unnecessarily, or at least not 
physically. After the crimes he felt 
drained, shocked and remorse, as well 
as horrified by all the risks he had 
allowed himself to take. 
Perhaps the most disturbing 
observation Bundy made to Stephen 
Michaud (co-author of "The Only 
Living Witness" the story of Bundy) 
was "somebody that was truly shrewd, 
with a little bit of money, could 
possibly avoid detection indefinitely 
it has always been my theory that for 
every person arrested and charged 
with multiple homicide there are 
probably a good few more out there." 
(RHIAN C.)

Story-wise I'm sure you're all aware 
of it,such as it is? If not then see 
the A - Z in ITF #6. Just to refresh 
your memory though: A nut - Reno, is, 
to say the least, a temperamental 
artist. He lives in a flat with his 
girlfriend - Carol and their bisexual 
friend - Pammy. Everything starts to 
get Reno down one day and so he 
decides to start a new hobby of 
perforating the city's down and outs, 
and that's about the size of it. 

There's not a lot of difference 
between the U.K. version and the 
UNCUT, mostly dialogue and only one 
scene in the middle of the film. 


The opening titles have changed. In 
the U.K. - VIPCO release the first 
title is "The Driller Killer" but in 
the uncut we get "A Rochelle Films 
Release, Copyright c MCMLXX1X" 
followed by "NAVARON FILMS" = and 
"Presents", then "The Driller Killer" 


EXTRA SCENES: After the first drill 
killing, Pammy finds the guts of a 
rabbit in the trash-can. In the U.K. 
version we cut from Pammy screaming 
and running through the door to the 
band from the flat below playing 
live. In the uncut we join Reno and 
Carol getting ready to go to said 
gig, Reno is hassling Carol about 
getting ready quicker and also 
moaning about having to go at all, he 
spends all day listening to them. In

between this argument we see the 
bisexual flat-mate - Pammy and her 
girl-friend getting ready and talking 
about the singer of the band they're 
going to see. 

Reno then starts playing Toreador 
with the buffalo he's painted and 
threatens to cut his eyes out, he 
pulls out a flick-knife and slightly 
nicks the painting. Then he tells the 
canvas that he loves it several 
times, caressing it too. 

We cut to the band on stage and 
various crowd shots, accompanied by 
an excruciating guitar solo. We then 
see Pammy in the toilet being 
verbally hassled by the singers 
girlfriend and told to stay away from 
her property. 

Reno is next seen playing pinball and 
talking to Pammy about creeping to 
his art agent and letting him fuck 
his arse, his art agent is as bent as 
a nine bob note. We then join the 
U.K. version as the band are in the 
changing room.... 


CHANGE OF EFFECT: Reno Jures his bent 
agent back to his flat and kills him 
for not liking his work. As he nears 
the agent the screen goes red on the 
uncut version and black on the U.K. 
This also happens at the very end, 
just before the titles roll and stays 
on screen a hit longer too. 

And talking of titles; the U.K. 
version is up on that respect. The 
uncut one runs out of titles after 
the heading "Picture", where as the 
U.K. continues with "Grips", 
"Editors", "Production" etc.... 


As you can see there's not a lot of 
differences, having said that’ it 
alters the running time quite a bit 
though, so it must be more than it 
seems.

beat the pleasure of walking the 
streets, checking out all the vid 
shops, pausing to ogle fondly such 
delights as "Zombie Holocaust" and 
"Maniac" which grace the shelves of 
most rental stores within the city 
centre. The main problem is trying to 
get the mean bastard shop keepers to 
part with these gems. 

Sell thru changed most of this, 
fortunately. There are now several 
shops that sell spanking new copies 
of such uncut delights as "The 
Beyond" and "Texas Chainsaw 
Massacre 2". What more could a 
ravenous gorehound want? There's just 
one thing you should remember when 
you're slappin' your wads across the 
counter, greedily licking your lips 
as you stare lovingly at your 
aquisitions. And that's the return 
trip home, and what will be waiting 
for you when you get off the ferry 
and try to put your size nines back 
on the blessed earth of good ole 
blighty. Customs. Even the name has 
an evil ring to it, doesn't it? A 
sort of vicious, repressive sound; a 
bit like Vice Squad. Yeah, that's 
another one. And by importing horror 
goodies into England you could come 
up hard against both fuckers. 

So there you are; you've spent all 
your dosh on whatever gems you can 
find; let's say for example "2000 
Maniacs", "House by the Cemetery" 
(with gratuitously extended poker 
scene fully intact), "Chainsaw 2", a 
throat-tearing, eye-digging uncut 
"Demons" - you get the picture. 
You're on the ferry home, sitting 
through "Beetlejuice" or "Lock Up" or 
whatever horrors P&0 have inflicted 
on you in the name of entertainment, 
and getting nearer and nearer to 
dover cliffs, your heart's going 
trippety-trip, and you've got a nice 
sheen of sweat going, cos you know 
you always get stopped by the customs 
crew. But the previous five times 
they've scanned the first 5 minutes 
of your films and let you through. 
But each time you just know deep 
down, that this time you ain't gonna 
be so lucky. This time the bastards 
are gonna take one look at "Beyond 
the Darkness" and slam you in the 
dark, dripping hole for the rest of 
your natural. 

So why do it? Why put yourself 
through such agony? You’ know the 
answer as well as I do. Cos it's the 
only way you're going to get good 
quality originals at a decent price. 
And there's nothing like buying them 
for yourself. Besides, beneath all 
the sweat and the misery, there's a 
bit of a thrill there too. The relief 
when you finally do get through 
customs has got to be experienced to 
be believed; It puts you on a high 
for the rest of the week.

The version is apparently 5 
minutes longer than any — other 
previously available print, with some 
footage being recently re-shot and 
fitted in seamlessly. Don't be fooled 
by the awful, unsuited cover, this 
film is brilliant and indeed a 
classic. 

The film starts with two cars racing, 
guys in one and girls in the other. 
As they race across a rickety old 
bridge the girl's car is nudged by 
the other and leaves the bridge, 
plunging into the murky waters below 
and sending its occupants to a watery 
grave...or are they? They drag the 
river, but can't find the car 
anywhere. Then suddenly from out of 
the muddy depths comes one of the 
girls, some 3 hours after the crash. 
She's slightly dazed but alive...or 
is she? 

It looks like a film made in 1962 as 
far as the acting, selling and black 
and white film is concerned, but is 
way ahead of its time in a lot of 
other ways. There's a sense of style 
rarely seen in films of this era, to 
my mind anyway, and some great 
touches! 

Back to the story; The "Survivor" of 
the crash doesn't want to stay in the 
nearby town after the accident and so 
gets a job playing the organ in a 
church miles away. Jrouble is she 
keeps seeing a white faced ghoul 
everywhere and getting blackouts 
where she can see everyone but no- 
one can see her. 

There's some wonderful spooky ghoul 
sequences, slow-motion and all! The 
atmosphere is pretty sinister in 
places and there's a nice, if a 
little predictable, surprise ending.

Currently doing 
directing duties on the Chas Balun 
scripted - "“CHUNKBLOWER" I think 
we'll be seeing a lot more of 
J.V.B. in the future! 

For now though let's concentrate on 
"DEADBEAT..."! The story follows a 
young gang member - Goose (Van 
Bebber) who decides to give up the 
gangs for a life of love and peace 
with his girlfriend. Trouble is just 
as soon as he hands in his notice as 
leader of the pack, two members of 
his old enemy gang decide to bump off 
his Mrs while he's out doing a drug 
deal. Goose is devastated by this and 
handles his grief by diving into a 
bottle and up a needle. 

The whole feel of "DEADBEAT..." is 
sleazy and, I would imagine, true to 
the fact? You could actually be there 
with the gangs! Such is the feeling 
of realism! 

Anyway Goose is picked up by the new 
leader of his old gang and brought 
back into the fold. They're about 
to pull off an armed robbery and need 
as many men as possible. Trouble is 
now his old gang has merged with 
the gang who killed Goose's 
girlfriend and Goose ain't happy at 
all! 

The robbery takes place and of course 
Goose and his gang are double- 
crossed by their new allies. In the 
struggle Goose gets hold of the bag 
of money though and legs it. 

This film has the stuff cult classics 
are made of, by the bucket load!

"Heavy Metal", as I'm sure all you 
comic readers know, is an American 
anthology magazine that showcases 
U.S. and European comic art. Through 
"heavy Metal", English speaking 
audiences got their first exposure to 
European comic giants Moebius, Enki 


Bilal and Milo Manara as well as 
Americans Richard Corben and Charles 
Burns, to name but a few. What some 
of you may not know is that in the 
early 80's, an animated feature film 
based on several stories that had 
appeared in the magazine was made. 

After an impressive openiny sequence, 
an astronaut returns home with a gift 
for his young daughter. This gift, 


however, turns out to be the “Loch 
Nar", a glowing green sphere that is 
the embodiment of everything evil. 
After it melts the astronaut, it 
shows the girl slories that 
illustrate its evil nature. 

"Harry Canyon" is the story of a cab 
driver in the New York of the future 
who gets mixed up with evil Venusians 
and a saucy scientist's daughter who 
all want to get their hands on the 
Loch Nar. This segment, by the way, 
was written by Dan O'Bannon. 

"Den", based on the Richard Corben 
creation, tells the story of a wimp 
who suddenly finds himself on a 
different world in the body of a 
musclebound barbarian, and his 
involvement with two mad monarchs who 
both worship the Loch Nar. 

“Captain Stern", based on a story by 
comic legend Berni Wrightson, is 
about a space criminal's court case 
that is rudely interrupted when a 
witness turns into an 18 foot tall 
musclebound maniac hell bent on 
killing the defendant. 

"B-17", the shortest and _ best 
segment, shows what happens to the 
pilot of a crippled WW II bomber when 
the Loch Nar turns the dead crew 
members into crazed zombies. 

"So beautiful, so dangerous" tells 
the light hearted story of a 
presidential secretary who is 
kidnapped and seduced by coke 
sniffing aliens. 

"Taavna", the final piece, is the 
tale of a lone amazon like warrior 
who takes it upon herself to avenge a 
city that has been destroyed by a 
band of evil looking cutthroats, with 
the aid of a pteradactyl and her 
trusty golden sword. 

This is another good segment that 
features some very impressive 
animation, and it also provides the 
loch nars ultimate downfall. 

On the whole, this is an unusual and 
entertaining film that is only marred 
in places by some insipid animation 
and a dodgy heavy rock soundtrack. 
Don't let that put you off though, 
it's still worth tracking down, 
especially if you're a comic reader.

Some of his fellow 
vet's are suffering from the same 
things and Jacob starts to suspect an 
army plot. 

You really have to keep your wits 
about you when watching JABOBS LADDER 
as it gets a bit confusing at times, 
what with all the flash-backs and 
reality lapses. It's well worth it 
though believe me! 

Jacob is told to keep his nose out by 
the authorities, in no uncertain 
terms, but it doesn't put him off, he 
must find out the truth! Then he gets 
a lucky break when an ex-army chemist 
contacts him and tells him about "The 
Ladder" a drug designed to enhance 
the killing instinct that was tested 
on Jacob's unit without their 
permission. 

A clever story and great twists make 
this one of the most refreshing and 
disturbing films for a long time.

Remember this? It was featured very 
briefly way back in ITF #5. Well 
since then I've watched this about 20 
times, and it just keeps getting 
better and better! With that in mind 
I've decided to devote a bit more 
page space to this classic example of 
the Chinese action/thriller genre. 

The story, as described in ITF #5, is 
very simple, but at the same time 
extremely effective. The way the film 
is put together is also very simple, 
yet the combination of techniques and 
plot make this a sophisticated and 
stylish masterpiece. Every minute of 
the 110 minutes running time has you 
gasping at the skill and care that's 
obviously gone into this production, 
I mean the settings are absolutely 


perfect, the music sets the scene 
beautifully; with every chase and 
peaceful moment of rest and suspense 
accompanied with a soundtrack that's 
most Hollywood Directors would kill 
for. 

Palace pictures were the geniuses who 
gave us this classic and for some 
strange reason the BBFC were good 
enough not to mess around with the 
bloodshed, leaving the British 
public to see this in its full 
unadulterated glory, not that many of 
them would even pick this up off the 
video shelf in the first place, or 
pul il back double quick when they 
realised it was dubbed. Bloody 
Peasants! They don't know what 
they're missing! There's more style 
in the Killer's trigger finger than 
in any 20 American thrillers you care 
to mention. There's also more 
violence! I gave up trying to count 
the squibs after about 10 minutes, 
you see every victim of the Killer's 
deadly trade doesn't just get shot, 
bang you're dead, it's bang, bang, 
bang, bang, bang, bang you're blown 
to bits, and it's mostly in painfully 
slow, slow-motion. 

I could go on about this for ages, in 
short though it's nothing less than 
a masterpiece. John Woo is obviously 
a talent to watch in future, and I'm 
really looking forward to seeing "A 
BULLET IN THE HEAD" - his latest 
offering that looks along the same 
lines as "THE KILLER" (see still), I 
don't know if there's a U.K. release 
planned but I'll keep my _ fingers 
and toes crossed until I'm holding a 
copy in my grubby little mitts.

It's out 
on sell-thru. so why not spend a 
tenner, you'll regret it if you 
don't!

This was covered briefly in ITF #5 as 
it was shown at BLACK SUNDAY 4. At 
the time I remember not thinking much 
of it, but I guess seeing it in the 
middle of the night didn't help?

The story starts with a guy getting 
thrown into the sea, way back when? 
Don't ask me why, he's thrown in by 
his "master" after hitting the sack 
with a girl who disappears into a 
hole?

When he's thrown into the sea he 
threatens to haunt his killers but 
we jump forward many years to 1988 
and he's still there under the water 
and pulling people to their death.

The whole thing is played for laughs 
with a coroner called "Queency" what 
do you expect?

There's also a liberal sprinkling of 
traditional stuff too, cos it turns 
out the girl who disappeared into a 
hole at the beginning IS a ghost 
after all, -and she's back! This time 
though she's fallen for the young 
police constable, and possess's the 
body of an old friend/ neighbour of 
his to get to him. 

This film has been compared to EVIL 
DEAD, a fact I poo pooed in the my 
other review, and there definitely 
is a similarity! There's lots of 
"Ash"(in EVIL DEAD II) type make- 
up and a possessed severed hand that 
flips its protagonists the bird. Also 
some of the action takes place in 
the woods. There's even a spike stuck 
in someone's ankle and wiggled about! 
On the whole an enjoyable bit of fun, 
there's no bouncing vampires like 
I said there was in my other review, 
but you don't miss them.

Prior to its release in Britain the 
book caused its share of controversy 
which if nothing else is a sure way 
of getting it on the best sellers 
list.

Billed by the publishers as a "black 
comedy", the story follows the life 
of Patrick Bateman. Young, stylish, 
rich and full of charm, but lurking 
behind the facade of a Wall Street 
Yuppie is one hell of a psycho!! It 
takes some time to reach its climax, 
but boy when it does you'd better be 
ready. 

Women seem to be the most favoured 
for a grisly death, but Bateman isn't 
fussy, children, workmates, tramps 
are also high on the list of victims. 
Bateman is one sick fuck! At one 
stage he even turns to cannibalism to 
satisfy his needs, shoving one of his 
female victims intestines into his 
mouth(uncooked), which he immediately 
chokes on. He also drinks the girls

Another unfortunate victim 
has her lips and fingers cut off, 
then skinned alive, acid poured over 
her stomach and genitals and finally 
stabbed repeatedly in the throat 
which kills her. Bateman then 
finishes the night off by having oral 
sex with the decapitated head. 
Unfortunately the book isn't all gore 
and guts, there are a few chapters in 
particular which I could see no 
reason for, unless you're a big fan 
of Whitney Houston and Genesis. 

The book is supposed to be a subtle 
send-up of the blatant behaviour of 
the 80's and the pages are strewn 
with brand names such as Armani, 
Ralph Lauren and Calvin Klein. 

The controversy the book caused in 
America has followed it to Britain 
and I can see why, it's a very 
disturbing book! People are still 
trying to ban it but it's too late 
now, the book has already left its 
mark on the unsuspecting public.

EDWARD GEIN

"Due to legal complications the 
"official" true story of the Gein 
case could not be told before now." 
So says the opening paragraph of this 
very disturbing book. 

I picked this up on a recent visit to 
London. I'd heard of it before, but I 
wasn't ready for the impact of this 
unbelievable volume. 

Written by the judge who actually 
conducted the trial of Ed Gein, it 
digs in as deep as you could ever 
really want to go. Not as well 
written as the other infamous book 
on Mr Gein - "Deviant" it certainly 
gives you a massive amount of details 
that you've never seen before, 
including the full testimonies of 
several witnesses and of Ed himself. 
There's also medical reports, diary 
like descriptions of visits to the 
hospital where Ed Gein was held and 
his home town - Plainfield. It even 
has a section of Ed Gein jokes that 
were popular at the time - "They say 
he was real popular with girls - 
there were always a lot of women 
hanging around his place." Boom, 
Boom! 

Without a doubt though the sickest 
thing in the book is the 8 pages of 
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Police photographs, okay so most of 
them are just Ed's house or the local 
store, but there's 4 pages of stills 
that will take your breath away! One 
features a severed head on an old 
sack and the others various views of 
Ed's last victim's body hanging in 
his out-house. Decapitated , split 
open and gutted like a hunter would a 
deer - these graphic photographs will 
stay with you forever, I guarantee 
it! A very sick little number, but 
interesting and intriguing never the 
less! 


BLACK DAHLIA 


JAMES ELLROY.

Looking for something different than 
your usual horror novel? Look no 
further. Based on a real unsolved 
murder that took place in 1947 
Hollywood, Ellroy takes the facts and 
skillfully blends them with fiction 
to create a novel that is quite 
simply the best book I've read in a 
long, long time. 

The body of a young woman is found on 
a vacant building lot - cut in half, 
drained of blood and with its 
entrails removed. Officer Dwight 
"Bucky" Bleichert and sargeant Lee 
Blanchard are assigned to the case, 
along with a motley crew of LA 
homicide dicks. The subsequent 
investigation leads the partners on a 
voyage of startling discoveries 
through the sleazy side of post war 
Hollywood, taking in everything from 
prostitution to police corruption. 
The case of the "Black Dahlia", as 
the press dubbed her, becomes an 
obsession for both Bleichert and 
Blanchard, although for very 
different reasons. Neither man can 
rest until the truth is uncovered. 
The closest I can get to describing 
this book is Raymond Chandler crossed 
with Shaun Hutson on speed. "The 
Black Dahlia" covers the sort of 
ground that you wished those old 
black and white detective movies did; 
Sleaze, sex and graphic violence go 
hand in hand with routine police 
procedure. Ellroy's narrative’ is 
gritty, raw and straight forward - 


he doesn't mince words. Jhe noir 
atmosphere of the book is almost 
tangible, and the plot moves forward 
at such a pace as to make it 
unputdownable. An absolute must, I 
can't praise this book highly enough. 
This one line says it all: "I jammed 
the gun into his eye hole and blew 
his brains out." Read it or weep.

SILENCE OF 
THE LAMBS 


THOMAS HARRIS.

"A census taker tried to quantify me 
once. I ate-his liver with some fava 
beans and a big Amarone." 

So speaks Dr Hannibal "The Cannibal" 
Lecter, psychiatrist, genius, madman 
and serial killer. Not to mention, 
er, cannibal. First introduced 
briefly in Thomas Harris's excellent 
last novel "Red Dragon", DOr Lecter 
comes to the fore in "Silence of the 
Lambs". 

Locked away in a maximum security 
hospital for the criminally insane, 
Dr Lecter is visited by F.B.C. 
recruit, Clarice Starling. (The book 
abounds with silly names, such as 
Ardelia Mapp, Starling's roommate on 
campus.) Indirectly, she enlists his 
help in tracking down a _ deranged 
killer known as "Buffalo Bill", who 
murders his female victims and then 
flays them, gradually piecing 
together a girlie suit for himself to 
wear. Starling is at once repelled, 
fascinated and more than a little 
turned-on by Lecter, although on his 
part, it is not clear whether the 
fruition of their relationship would 
involve him screwing, or chewing her. 
Therein lies the frisson that runs 
throughout the novel. 

"Silence of The Lambs" is a tense, 
tightly-written thriller and quite 
unput-downable. Begin it at 11 pm and 
you'll still be reading it at 3 am, 
sleep forgotten. The gore, whether 
hinted at in Harris's matter-of- 
facl style or graphically described 
is written equally well. There are 
flaws. Jame Gumb the "Buffalo Bill" 
killer (and I'm not really giving 
anything away because you meet him 
fairly early on) is never more than 


ludicrous despite his atrocities. He 
is depicted as a stereotyped, limp- 
wristed "queen" of the type beloved 
by stag-night comedians. He even has 
a poodle called Precious. However, 
the fact that he's the least 
interesting character doesn't mar the 
suspense in the least. Forget "Cabal" 
Hannibal Lecter is the new hero of 
the night.

KILLING FOR 
COMPANY 


BRIAN MASTERS 
Published by CORONET. 


If you are interested in any way by 
the tangled mind of the serial killer 
(Steve, listening?), then this is a 
book you have to have. Based on the 
case of Dennis Nilsen, the notorious 
London homosexual killer, this epic 
tome takes us further into the mind 
of a mass murderer than we have 
practically ever gone before. Nilsen 
killed fifteen young men in the space 
of only a few years, whilst holding 


down a respectable job with the DSS. 
It was a double life that eventually 
took a heavy toll on him and he was 
fingered by pieces of flesh in his 
drain which had not been carried away 
after he flushed them down the 
toilet. 
Nilsen doesn't come out as a raving, 
wide-eyed psycho, but instead as a 
sad, lonely individual who killed 
because he didn't want his one night 
stands to leave him. Ever. Nilsen is 
the Morrissey of the serial killer 
world, and you can just as easily 
imagine him humming along to "Hand in 
Glove" by The Smiths (and the lyrics 
would fit too - "I know my luck too 
well / I'll probably never see you 
again") as crooning "I need to kill" 
by Macabre or "Serial Killer" by The 
Serial Killers. 
But seriously, Nilsen proves himself 
to be an intelligent (if somewhat 
fucked-up) individual, and his own 
poignant and melancholic poems and 
essays are liberally sprinkled 
throughout this indispensable book. 
Nilsen himself believes that he was 
almost possessed when killing (but 
not by demons as in the "Son of Sam" 
case), and his writings would almost 
back this up. He goes from writing 
maudlin half-poetry to describing in 
great detail (in his own handwriting) 
how to dismember a corpse to chilling 
sketches of half-bodies and strangled 
youths. You actually end up feeling 
sorry for Nilsen, an unloved 
individual who found companionship in 
his own warped way. An_ excellent 
book. By the way, anybody out there 
have any in-depth documentation on 
Peter Kurten, the ‘Vampire of 
Dusseldorf', the world's first punk? 
Now there was an evil bastard for 
you...but I'll leave you with a final 
word by Nilsen on the ethics of 
getting rid of a corpse: "The victim 
is the dirty platter after the feast 
and the washing-up is a clinically 
ordinary task." How can you fault 
someone who uses’ the euphemism 
"washing-up" when he means ‘slicing 
up and flushing the bits down the 
bog'? I rest my case.

So I'll start by 
running through some of the genre 
related titles gracing the shelves of 
your local comic emporium. 

Clive Barker may have dropped from 
the public view after the poor 
reception of "Nightbreed", but as far 
as comics are concerned, he's 
everywhere. TAPPING THE VEIN (Eclipse 
comics). So far up to issue 3, 
consists of adaptations of Barker's 
short stories by different creative 
teams. Personally, I prefer the 
stories in their original text 


format, but nonetheless, it is 
interesting to see how others 
visualise Barker's prose. The 


highpoint of the series so far is 
British artist John Bolton's visually 
stunning adaptation of "In The Hills, 
The Cities". Needless to say, 
"Tapping The Vein" is essential for 
Barker fans. HELLRAISER is an 
anthology series published by Epic 
comics that deals with the cenobite 
mythos created by Barker in_ the 
"Hellraiser" movies. Andy Morris told 
you all you need to know about this 
series in ITF #5, so let me just add 
that it's a well produced’ and 
entertaining read that shows other 
people can tell good cenobite stories 
besides Barker. A trade paperback 
collecting the first couple of issues 
should be available as you read this. 
NIGHTBREED, also published by Epic, 
is a monthly series that has adapted 
the movie and gone on to tell new 
"Breed" stories. Dodgy artwork and 
flat writing make this one for 
diehard Barker ‘enthusiasts only. In 


other Barker news; SON OF CELLULOID

has been released on Eclipse (see 
review in ITF #6) and Epic are 
planning an adaptation of Barker's 
novel "Weaveworld". 

Northstar is a small independent 
company that specialises in horror 
comics. FAUST, their most notorious 
title, features a psychotic who is a 
cross between Wolverine and Batman, a 
black mass every other issue and a 
couple of retarded heavies who butt- 
fuck each other in their spare time. 
A lot of extremely graphic sex and 
violence seems to be the _ raison 
d'etre of this title - issue 5 is 
particularly disgusting. The artwork 
is great, but the lacklustre script 
leaves you feeling that the writer is 
just giving the artist an excuse to 
draw lots of big dongs and snakes 
crawling out of snatches. If you're 
into mindless sex and _ violence, 
you'll enjoy Faust, but recent custom 
seizures and comic shop raids have 
made it pretty difficult to come by. 
Happy hunting. 

Northstar also publish CHAINGANG, 
featuring a  slobbish, overweight 
psycho, and a LEATHERFACE comic (see 
"Book Review" pages, this issue!). 
Again, these titles are pretty 
difficult to come by, but if "Faust" 
is anything to go by, you're not 
missing much. 

The absolute cream of the crop comes 
from TABUO, currenlly on ils fourth 
issue. Published and edited by noted 
horror critic and ace artist Stephen 
Bissette, "Taboo" is a quarterly 
anthology book that is undoubtedly 
one of the best horror comics on the 
market. Number 4, a particularly 
weighty volume,contains contributions 
from such comic book luminaries as 
Neil Gaiman, Charles Burns, Alan 
Moore, Charles Vess and Mike Hoffman. 
There's even a story by the video 
watchdog himself, Tim Lucas. What 
makes this issue so essential to all 
horror buffs, however, is the first 
English language publication of "The 
Eyes of The Cat", the first 
collaboration between French comic 
art genius Moebius and cracked 
Chilean movie auteur Alexandro 
Jodorowsky. As well as this stunning 
piece of work, there is interviews 
with both Moebius and Jodorowsky, and 
as an added bonus, underground artist 
Spain Rodriguez's 4 page adaptation 
of Jodorowsky's epoch - making movie, 
EL TOPO. Do everything possible to 
get hold of this issue of Taboo, and 
pick up the previous 3 volumes while 
you're at it. You won't regret it.
